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School  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
Launches  Masters  of  Arts  in 
Mathematics  Program  for  Teachers

With  the  graying  of  its  educational  workforce  and  stu- 
dent enrollnnent  predicted  to  exceed  54  million  by  2008, 
America  faces  a  crisis  in  attracting  and  retaining  quali- 
fied teachers.  Already,  the  American  Association  for  Em- 
ployment in  Education  reports,  "The  greatest  teaching 
shortages  are  in  bilingual  and  special  education,  mathe- 
matics, science,  computer  science,  English-as-a-Second- 
Language,  and  foreign  languages." 


Recognizing  the  growing  need 
for  area  educators  to  obtain 
their  masters  degrees  for  ad- 
vancement and/or  state  certi- 
fication, the  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  is  developing  masters 
programs  for  middle  and  high 
school  teachers  specific  to 
their  subjects  of  teaching.  The 
first  of  the  programs,  the 
Masters  of  Arts  for  Math- 
ematics Teachers  (MAMT),  is 
scheduled  to  launch  in  the  fall 
of  2002. 

The  program  fulfills  a 
longtime  goal  of  Dr  Dennis 
Luciano,  chair  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mathematics  and 
Computer  Science,  and  his  fac- 
ulty. He  says,  "Throughout  my 


tenure  at  Western  New 
England  College,  there  has 
been  an  acute  need  for  quali- 
fied, well-trained  mathematics 
teachers  in  the  United  States. 
Poor  mathematics  instruction, 
at  any  level,  translates  into 
insufficient  student  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of 
mathematics  and  its  many 
applications.  As  a  result,  large 
numbers  of  students  have 
had  severe  limitations  placed 
on  their  future  employment 
opportunities  due  to  their  weak 
mathematical  preparation.  We 
could  not  find  a  more  noble 
cause  in  which  to  participate." 

While  teachers  in  the  area 
have  several  options  for  earn-

ing  a  general  master's  in  edu- 
cation degree,  regionally  there 
is  a  lack  of  programming  for 
specific  subjects.  The  MAMT 
Program  at  Western  New 
England  College  is  the  only 
graduate  program  for  mathe- 
matics teachers  offered  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state. 
Luciano  foresees  it  attracting 
teachers  from  throughout 
western  Massachusetts  and 
northern  Connecticut. 

Says  Luciano,  "In  Massa- 
chusetts mathematics  teach- 
ers must  have  a  clear  under- 
standing of  the  State  Mathe- 


matics Curriculum  Framework 
and  the  abUity  to  create  the 
appropriate  learning  experi- 
ences for  their  students  to  help 
insure  student  success  on  the 
MCAS  Exam.  Our  program  vwll 
assist  teachers  in  achieving 
this  goal  while  providing  them 
with  a  broad-based  foundation 
of  mathematics  content." 

Consulting  local  school  sys- 
tem administrators,  including 
Linda  Abbott,  director  of 
mathematics  for  Springfield 
Public  Schools,  the  College 
developed  the  ten-course 
program  to  fit  the  schedules 
of  working  teachers.  Courses 
are  offered  in  the  fall,  winter, 
spring,  and  summer  on  eleven- 
week  terms.  Two  courses  are 
offered  per  term,  running  back

When  Chronic  Fain  is 
a  Part  of  Life 


Professor  of  Psychology  and  author  Kathleen  Dillon  provides 
^  insight  into  an  often  misunderstood  phenomenon  ^

We've  all  had  the  experience  of 
acute  pain — pain  we  feel  when  we 
stub  a  toe  or  hit  our  funny  bone. 
This  pain  is  sharp,  but  fortunately 
lasts  only  a  short  time.  Some  of  us 
have  also  experienced  pain  that  has 
lasted  longer — like  the  pain  from 
having  your  wisdom  teeth  removed 
that  can  last  for  a  day  or  so.  But 
usually  there  is  medication  that  will 
help  us  through  this  experience. 

Some  people,  however,  can  experi- 
ence pain  that  can  last  for  months 
and  that  does  not  respond  to  med- 
ication. Pain  that  continues  beyond 
six  months  is  called  chronic  pain. 
In  a  recent  survey  published  by  the 
American  Pain  Society,  it  was  esti- 
mated that  9  percent  of  the  popu- 
lation is  suffering  from  chronic, 
noncancerous  pain  of  moderate  to 
severe  intensity.  And,  of  these,  40 
percent  report  they  have  yet  to 
find  adequate  relief. 

It  is  hard  to  imagine  or  understand 
what  this  must  be  like  if  you  have 
never  had  this  experience.  It  is  this 
ineffable  quality  of  pain  that  inter- 
ests me  and  led  me  to  research 
and  write  my  book,  Living  with 
Pain.  I  wanted  to  document  the 
pain  experience  for  those  who  live 


it,  and  raise  the  awareness  of 
those  who  live  or  work  with  peo- 
ple who  are  in  chronic  pain. 

This  is  somewhat  of  an  impossible 
task.  If  you  have  never  had  the 
experience  of  chronic  pain,  you 
cannot  fully  understand  it.  This  is 
similar  to  other  profound  experi- 
ences, both  positive  and  negative. 
For  example,  if  you  have  never  had 
a  child,  you  cannot  really  know 
the  joy  that  can  accompany  this 
event.  On  the  other  hand,  if  you 
have  never  had  a  child  die,  you 
cannot  fully  understand  the  depth 
of  the  grief  that  can  be  felt, 
although  you  may  think  you  can. 
And  this  thinking  may  lead  you  to 


false  conclusions  or  misconcep- 
tions. The  same  is  true  of  the 
chronic  pain  experience. 

I  already  mentioned  that  some 
pain  is  proportionate  to  the  physi- 
cal damage  experienced.  The  reali- 
ty is  two  people  can  have  what 
appears  to  be  the  same  physical 
problem,  yet  one  can  be  in  pain 
and  the  other  not. 

Many  people  think  that  certain 
people  are  more  likely  because  of 
their  "personality"  to  experience 
pain.  Scientists  have  found  that 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  pain 
personality;  rather,  relentless  pain 
can  lead  to  psychological  problems 
like  depression  and  anxiety.  And 
yes,  because  pain  is  subjective,  it 
can  be  malingered.  However,  the 
number  of  people  who  fake  pain  is 
small  compared  to  the  number 
truly  in  pain.  Chronic  pain  is,  unfor- 
tunately, a  very  real  problem  in 
need  of  understanding  and  solu- 
tions, and  the  sooner,  the  better.

N  HIS  20  YEARS  OF  COACHING, 
this  was  the  biggest  battle  he 
faced.  Mike  Theulen,  a  long-time 
asketball  coach  and  director  of 
the  Western  New  England 
College  Department  of  Athletics, 
would  put  on  the  best  game-face  he  could 
and  say  over  and  over  again,  "We  can-wiiL 
this  one.  We  can  win.  It's  a  huge  fight,  but 
in  the  end,  we  will  win." 

But  this  fight  wasn't  taking  place  on  a 
basketball  court,  and  he  wasn't  coaching  a 
player  His  words  of  inspiration  and  moti- 
vation were  spoken  quietly  to  his  wife, 
Ivlidje,  while  they  were  lying  in  bed — out 
of  earshot  of  their  two  young  children. 

The  big  pep  talks  came  Sunday 
evenings  because  it  was  early  Monday 
mornings  when  his  partner  of  two 
decades  would  face  her  weekly  ritual  of 
a  living  nightmare.  "Mike  would  talk  to 
me  in  that  serious  coaching  voice," 
Midje  said. 

While  it  seems  like  a  lifetime  ago,  it's 
only  been  three  years  since  Midje 
Theulen  was  diagnosed  with  breast  can- 
cer. A  very  aggressive  form  of  breast  can- 
cer, the  disease  spread  beyond  her  breast 
and  into  her  l)TTiph  nodes. 

"The  only  reason  I  am  here  today  is 
because  I  had  early  detection  with  my  reg- 
ularly scheduled  mammogram  at  the  age 
of  40,"  she  noted.  The  radiologist  detected 
some  suspicious  looking  cells,  and  a  biop- 
sy proved  it.  "Then  we  were  told  it  had

already  spread  into  my  lymph  nodes.' 

Because  her  drug  therapy  was  so 
strong,  Midje's  body  rejected  it,  and  doc- 
tors were  forced  to  keep  her  hospitalized 
during  much  of  her  treatment.  In  all, 
Midje  underwent  17  weeks  of  chemother- 
apy followed  by  seven  weeks  of  radiation. 

At  the^-time,' her  son,  Zachary,  was 


eight,  and  her  daughter,  Jessica,  was 
five-and-a-half  years  old.  When  Midje 
lost  her  hair,  the  Theulens  explained  it 
to  their  children  gingerly.  "Mommy  is 
really  sick  but  the  medicine  to  make  her 
better  means  she  will  lose  her  hair." 
Saying  he  wanted  to  make  his  mom  feel 
better,  Zachary  said  he  wanted  his  head 
shaved,  too. 

Mike  also  said  there  were  countless 
times  when  he'd  have  to  distract  the  chil- 
dren in  another  part  of  the  house  while 
Midje  was  getting  so  sick  upstairs.  In 
recalling  the  worst  time  in  her  life,  Midje 
said,  "It  was  just  awful.  But  I  could  have 
never  gotten  through  it  without  the  sup- 
port of  family  and  friends." 

An  amazing  couple,  the  Theulens  can 
now  joke  about  that  time  in  their  lives. 

Mike  said  he'll  never  forget  how 
thoughtful  his  new  colleagues  at  the 
College  were,  sending  letters,  cards,  and 
flowers.  Mike  began  his  new  position  at 
the  College  the  same  summer  Midje  had 
chemotherapy.  In  fact,  he  had  his  inter- 
view on  campus  the  day  after  his  wife 
was  diagnosed  with  breast  cancer. 


Now,  three  years  later,  the  Theulens 
have  dedicated  much  of  their  time  to 
helping  others  with  cancer.  In  fact,  Midje 
raised  $11,000  for  the  Avon  Three-Day 
Breast  Cancer  Walk  from  Fitchburg  to 
Boston  last  spring.  Most  recently,  she 
completed  the  Avon  Three-Day  Walk 
from  Baltimore  to  Washington,  DC. 

Midje  is  also  an  instructor  in  a  breast 
cancer  survivor  exercise  and  wellness 
program  sponsored  by  Baystate  Medical 
Center's  Comprehensive  Breast  Center. 
She  approached  Mike  about  bringing  the 
group  to  Western  New  England  College. 
They  now  meet  one  night  a  week  in  the 
Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center  during 
the  winter  and  spring  months  with  guest 
speakers  and  support  services. 

Describing  the  most  horrific  times  of 
your  life  isn't  easy.  I  thank  both  Midje 
and  Mike  for  allowing  me  to  ask  them 
some  very  personal  questions.  So,  why 
did  they  agree  to  be  interviewed?  "We 
want  to  stress  the  importance  of  self 
examinations  and  yearly  mammograms 
for  early  detection  and  possibly  give  hope 
to  those  who  face  similar  tough  times  by 
sharing  our  story,"  they  both  said. 

When  we  finished  the  interview,  Mike 
looked  over  to  Midje  as  only  a  loving  hus- 
band can,  "See,  I  knew  you  could  get 
through  it  without  crying."  Perhaps 
coach  gave  his  wife  a  pep  talk  the  night 
before.  ■

"OFFICIALLY"  RETIRED  last  year  at  the 
age  of  just  47,  Philip  Suomu  recognizes  a 
good  investment  when  he  sees  one.  He 
believes  a  gift  to  an  institution  of  higher 
education  is  "an  investment  in  the  future 
of  our  society."  That's  why  this  highly  suc- 
cessful businessman  has  established  a 
charitable  remainder  trust,  bequeathing 
one  quarter  of  his  estate  to  Western  New 
England  College. 

The  College  learned  about  his  gener- 
ous gift  when  Phil  visited  the  Office  of 
Development  last  fall  on  what  was  only 
his  second  trip  to  the  Springfield  cam- 
pus— the  first  being  for  his  1983  com- 
mencement ceremonies.  A  native  of 
Paxton,  Massachusetts,  Phil  had  earned 
his  MBA  degree  through  the  Off-Campus 
Programs  while  he  was  working  in 
Boston.  He  had  found  its  MBA  Program 
an  ideal  fit  for  his  goals. 

"The  MBA  Program  was  just  what  I 
needed  for  my  career  and  convenient  to 
my  workplace  on  Route  128.  My  under- 
graduate degree  was  in  computer  sci- 
ence. The  MBA  gave  me  the  solid  busi- 
ness background  I  needed  at  a  time  when 
I  was  working  in  marketing  and  sales  in  a 
technical  industry." 

During  his  MBA  studies,  Phil  worked 
at  StrataCom,  which  was  acquired  by 
Cisco  Systems  when  the  telecom  leader 
was  rewarding  employee  performance 
with  excellent  stock  options.  This  benefit 
proved  highly  lucrative.  Like  many  of  his 
colleagues,  Phil  enjoyed  the  immediate 
rewards  of  his  windfall. 


Phil  moved  on  to  work  at  CIENA 
Corporation  where  he  was  responsible 
for  the  daunting  task  of  handling  world- 
wide sales  of  one  of  its  top  two  clients: 
global  communications  giant  Worldcom. 
He  says,  "It's  important  to  be  willing  to 
try  something  new — to  extend  yourself, 
if  you  want  to  be  successful."  Again  Phil 
was  rewarded  for  his  hard  work  with 
stock  options  while  the  company's  earn- 
ings were  "wildly  successful." 

This  time,  while  others  cashed  in  their 
stock,  Phil  held  on  to  his.  When  the  time 
came  to  sell,  he  consulted  financial  plan- 
ners about  his  earnings.  On  their  advise- 
ment, Phil  started  his  charitable  remain- 
der unitrust,  but  kept  working  for  another 
year  until  the  telecom  industry  went  on 
hiatus  and  he  "retired." 

While  we  have  all  dreamt  of  being  in 
Phil's  enviable  position,  we  may  forget 
that  out  of  such  prosperity  can  arise  many 
new  financial  questions.  Money  manage- 
ment requires  not  only  smart  investment, 
but  smart  charitable  giving  that  can  allow 
individuals  like  Phil  to  support  his 
favorite  charities  while  reducing  his  tax 
obligation  and  preserving  his  assets.  A 
charitable  remainder  trust  can  do  all  that, 
and  more. 

"I  had  heard  of  charitable  remainder 
trusts,  but  thought  they  were  an  option 
for  someone  older,"  says  Phil.  Through 
his  financial  advisors,  he  learned  about 
the  process  and  determined  it  was  a 
good  choice  for  him.  ■

What  is  a  Charitable  Remainder  Trust? 


A  charitable  remainder  trust  can  provide  a 
donor  with  income  now,  save  on  estate 
taxes  later,  and  ultimately  benefit  the  char- 
itable organization(s)  the  donor  cares 
about.  To  establish  a  charitable  remainder 
trust,  the  donor  first  transfers  assets  to  the 
trust  and  receives  income  for  either  a  set 
period  of  years  or  for  his  lifetime.  The 
income  may  be  paid  to  the  donor,  a 
spouse,  or  another  individual.  At  the  death 
of  the  surviving  beneficiary,  the  remaining 
principal  in  the  trust  goes  to  the  charity,  in 
this  case  Western  New  England  College. 
The  tax  benefits  can  be  substantial.  To  fund 
the  trust,  highly  appreciated  assets  that 
generate  low  current  income  are  ideal 
because  the  donor  will  owe  no  capital 
gains  tax  on  those  assets.  A  donor  could 
receive  a  significantly  higher  level  of 
income  from  the  trust  than  what  those 
assets  had  been  generating  before. 
Furthermore,  when  the  trust  is  established, 
the  donor  receives  a  sizeable  income  tax 
charitable  deduction  (the  older  the  benefi- 
ciary, the  greater  the  deduction).  And  the 
charitable  remainder  trust  will  be  free  from 
federal  estate  taxes  if  the  donor  is  the  only 
income  beneficiary  or  if  his  spouse  is  a  cit- 
izen and  the  only  surviving  beneficiary.  Is  it 
the  right  choice  for  you?

WITH  EACH  DECADE  after  we  leave 
college,  we  face  new  challenges  to  main- 
tain our  physical  and  mental  well-being. 
The  choices  we  make  in  our  twenties 
and  thirties  in  lifestyle  and  activity  can 
have  a  direct  affect  on  when  and  how  we 
begin  to  exhibit  signs  of  aging.  What  can 
you  do  in  your  20s,  30s,  40s,  50s,  60s  and 
beyond  to  improve  the  quality  of  your 
life  today  and  in  the  years  to  come? 
The  Communicator  asked  our 
alumni  and  campus  health 
administrators  to  help  us 
find  answers.

In  the  last  100  years,  life  expectancy  in 
the  United  States  has  virtually  doubled, 
rising  to  76.5  years.  While  we  have  extend- 
ed our  life  span,  many  of  us  are  shortening 
our  "health  span,"  our  years  of  healthy, 
independent  living,  by  choices  that 
increase  our  risks  for  lifestyle-related  dis- 
eases such  as  heart  disease,  Type  11  dia- 
betes, hypertension,  osteoporosis,  and 
arteriovascular  disease.  These  diseases  are 
most  apparent  in  the  aged,  but  they 
are  not  the  natural  result  of 
the  aging  process. 

The  study  of  the  physi- 
cal and  mental  decline 
associated  with  aging  is 
called  senescene  by 
gerontalogists.  According 
to  the  book  Age  Right  by 
Karlis  Ullis,  MD,  our  phys- 
iological systems  peak 
at  age  25  and  then  we 
begin  to  experience  "the 
four  main  physiological 
changes  that  occur  vdth 
aging:  decreased  muscle 
mass,  decreased  bone 


mass,  decreased  water  content,  and 
increased  fat  levels." 

The  process  accelerates  in  middle  age. 
In  their  book  Biomarkers,  nutrition  and 
medical  researchers  William  Ivans  and  Ira 
Rosenberg  refer  to  a  condition  of  aging 
called  "sarcopenia"  as  "an  overall  weaken- 
ing of  the  body  caused  by  a  change  in  body 
composition  of  fat  at  the  expense  of  mus- 
cle." They  contend  that  potential  victims  of 
the  condition  "slip  into  a  sedentary  way  of 
living  in  middle  age  that  shortens  their 
health  span  over  the  course  of  their  life 
span."  While  we  can't  stop  the  sarcopenia 
clock,  we  can  control  the  rate  of  decline 
through  a  commitment  to  a  healthy 
lifestyle  that  begins  as  early  as  possible. 

Lessons  for  a  Lifetime 

A  decade  ago,  the  American  Heart 
Association  listed  "lack  of  exercise"  as  a 
risk  factor  for  heart  disease  as  significant 
as  smoking,  yet  few  have  heeded  the 
warning.  A  recent  government  report 
indicates  that  seven  out  of  10  adults 
don't  regularly  exercise.  The  report 
defined  "regular  exercise"  as  "a  half-hour 
of  light  to  moderate  exercise  five  times  a 
week,  or  20  minutes  of  vigorous  exercise 
three  times  a  week."  The  good      >  >10

<  <  9  news  in  the  report  for  our  alumni 
is  that  adults  with  better  education  tend 
to  exercise  more. 

Cyndi  Costanzo,  director  of  wellness 
and  recreation  for  the  College  and  assis- 
tant director  of  athletics,  recognizes  that 
our  alumni  face  many  obligations  from 
careers,  family,  and  community  involve- 
ment that  compete  v^ath  our  time  for 
exercise.  "We  spend  so  much  time  doing 
for  others,  we  neglect  ourselves.  Isn't 
your  health  worth  a  half  an  hour  a  few 
times  a  week?"  she  asks. 

Looking  at  our  current  generation  of 
students,  Kathy  Reid,  director  and  nurse 
practitioner  of  the  College's  Health 
Services,  reports  that  the  weight  gain 
known  as  the  "freshman  fifteen"  is  look- 
ing more  like  the  "freshman  twenty." 
Kathy  and  Cyndi  work  to  help  freshman 
students  develop  fitness  habits  that  last  a 
lifetime  through  the  Health  and  Physical 
Activities  courses  they  teach.  Kathy  says, 
"Most  people  are  not  going  to  play 
lacrosse  their  whole  lives.  Our  courses 
de-emphasize  skills  acquisition  while 
promoting  sports  that  offer  students  life- 
time value  like  golf  and  tennis." 

Cyndi  says  educating  college  students 
about  lifestyle  diseases  is  "a  difficult  sell 
because  how  can  you  tell  an  18-year-old 
that  they  need  to  exercise  today  and  eat 
right  to  prevent  heart  disease,  stroke,  or 
high  cholesterol.  It  doesn't  make  sense  to 
them.  It's  only  later  in  life  that  people 
understand  the  long-term  consequences 
and  why  you're  seeing  a  heightened 
activity  level  among  the  40+  generation." 
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Kathy  sees  her  job  made  more  difficult 
by  the  health  habits  students  bring  to 
college.  She  says,  "I  recently  read  that  37 
percent  of  all  children  in  the  U.S.  are 
overweight.  There's  a  simple  reason:  kids 
just  don't  go  outside  and  play  anymore. 
They're  sitting  at  school  all  day  and  then 
come  home  and  sit  behind  the  computer 
From  the  time  we're  kids,  we  learn  to 
depend  on  machines  to  do  so  much  for 
us  it's  ruining  our  metabolism.  The  only 
fountain  of  youth  I  know  of  is  exercise."

Playing  to  Win 

In  the  aging  game,  can  you  be  fat  and  fit? 
Cyndi  points  to  research  that  suggests 
overweight  and  health  are  not  mutually 
exclusive  states,  a  point  debated  by  fitness 
experts  for  over  a  decade.  In  his  book  Big 
Fat  Lies:  the  Truth  about  Your  Weight  and 
Your  Health,  exercise  physiologist  Glenn 
Gaesser  asserts  that  an  overweight  person 
vdth  a  healthy  lifestyle  could  outlive  a  thin 
inactive  person.  He  says  it's  inactivity  and 
a  high  fat  diet  that  lead  to  disease. 
Increasingly,  diets  promoting  caloric 
restriction  are  touted  by  many  longevity 
experts  as  a  powerful  tool  for  retarding 
the  aging  process.  A  recent  study  by 
researchers  from  the  University  of 
California,  Riverside,  revealed  that  mice 
on  a  low-calorie  diet  exhibited  fewer  signs 
of  aging.  This  research  further  suggests 
that  caloric  restriction  offers  similar 
advantages  to  humans  even  if  the  diet  is 
begun  later  in  life. 

Eliminating  free  radicals  (molecules 
with  unpaired  electrons  that  can  damage 
healthy  cells)  is  another  vanning  longevi- 
ty strategy.  Antioxidants  are  believed  to 
neutralize  free  radicals  in  the     >  >  12 


Four  years  and  30  pounds  ago,  Barb  Bosworth  chose  April  Fools  Day  as  the  day  to 
get  serious  about  exercise.  A  self-described  "intermittent  runner,"  her  first  goal  was 
"to  run  without  sucking  wind  in  two  minutes,"  laughs  Barb,  with  the  ultimate  goal  of 
losing  weight.  Now  committed  to  a  lifestyle  that  includes  moderation  in  her  diet  and 
"lots  of  salads,  but  fortunately  I  love  salad,"  Barb  now  works  out  at  the  AHLC  three 
times  a  week  and  runs  nearly  every  day.  With  her  weight  loss  goals  met,  she  exercis- 
es to  maintain  strength  and  well-being.  While  she  enjoys  the  benefits  of  her  healthier 
new  lifestyle,  like  many  people  who  exercise  she  candidly  admits,  "I've  never  experi- 
enced the  'Runner's  High'  you  hear  people  talk  about.  For  me,  the  best  part  is  getting 
it  over  with." 


Russ  Stratton  has  seen  his  fitness  goals 
change  as  he  transitioned  from  high 
school  to  college  to  career  and  father- 
hood. With  the  recent  addition  of  his 
third  child,  the  busy  young  dad  could 
easily  fall  off  track  in  his  exercise  regi- 
men. Russ  says,  "As  you  get  older,  it's 
harder  to  keep  weight  off  even  at  the 
same  level  of  exercise.  You  don't  snap 
back  like  you  used  to.  Yet,  it's  not 
always  a  matter  of  changing  your 
weight,  but  reshaping  it." 

Working  out  three  days  a  week 
after  work  and  some  Saturdays,  Russ 
varies  his  routine  running  year  round, 
getting  aerobic  workouts  through  stair 
machines  and  treadmills,  and  maintain- 
ing muscle  mass  lifting  in  the  AHLC 
weight  room.  While  Russ  knows  exer- 
cise consistency  is  critical  to  success, 
he  also  believes,  "Sixty  percent  of  fit- 
ness is  your  diet."

Two  commonly  cited 
antioxidants  are  vitamin  C,  which  may 
reduce  the  risks  of  some  cancers,  and 
vitamin  E  which  may  reduce  the  forma- 
tion of  plaque  in  arteries. 

Tips  for  Your  Twenties 

Adjusting  to  a  more  sedentary  life  after 
college  can  slow  your  metabolism.  Build 
exercise  into  your  day.  but  don't  overdo  it. 
Researchers  have  found  over-training  can 
produce  some  of  the  same  effects  as 
aging.  And  don't  reser^^e  your  physical 
activity  to  just  the  weekend  when  you  can 
fall  prey  to  "weekend  warrior"  injuries.

As  Kathy 
Reid  puts  it,  "The  problem  isn't  fats — it's 
portion  size.  It's  simple  math:  If  you  take 
in  3,500  calories,  you  need  to  expend  3,500 
calories  or  you're  going  to  gain  weight." 

Fifties  Fit 

In  this  decade,  Bob  Cassin  says,  "Men  and 
women  begin  to  feel  the  aging  process. 
Vision  and  hearing  are  becoming  poorer. 
Bones  and  muscles  are  really  beginning  to 
ache.  Exercise  becomes  a  way  to  fight 
back."  Osteoporosis  is  a  prime  example  of

how  exercise  can  offset  physical  decline. 
Cyndi  says  that  a  commitment  to  building 
strong  bones  should  begin  decades  earlier. 
She  says,  "Women  tend  to  choose  more 
aerobic  activities.

program  to  build  muscle  mass.' " 

Sixty  Plus 

According  to  Biomarkers,  "Of  all  age 
groups,  older  people  have  the  most  diffi- 
cult time  shedding  fat."  Exercise  will  help 
you  maintain  muscle  and  speed  up  the 
rate  at  which  you  burn  fat.  Of  his  clients  in 
this  age  group,  Bob  says,  "with  free  time 
more  abundant,  exercise  becomes  a  great 
way  to  start  a  day." 

Before  beginning  any  exercise  plan,  peo- 
ple of  all  ages  should  consult  their  doctor 

In  the  long  run,  Cyndi  believes  that 
exercise  is  the  best  medicine.  She  says, 
"It's  estimated  that  if  you  could  eliminate 
all  forms  of  cancer,  you  could  extend 
human  life  by  two  years.  But  if  you  could 
get  every  person  to  exercise  throughout 
their  lifetime,  you  could  extend  life 
expectancy  by  six  to  eight  years."  ■

Stressed  Out?  Eliminate  the  Negative, 


Author  Yvonne  Williams  advises  us  to  "Delete 
Our  Negative  Files"  before  they  kill  us.  Thirteen 
years  ago  Yvonne  Williams  was  the  reflection 
of  many  of  us.  A  "fast-tracker,"  putting  career, 
family,  volunteer  work — everyone  and  every- 
thing ahead  of  herself,  the  40-year-old  was  too 
busy  being  "seduced  by  the  need  for  approval 
by  others"  to  listen  to  what  her  body  was  try- 
ing to  tell  her.  Then  she  got  a  wake-up  call  that 
changed  her  life.  Diagnosed  with  three  simulta- 
neous primary  cancers — a  death  sentence  for 
most  people — Yvonne  sought  answers  to 
"Why  did  this  happen  to  me?"  and  "What  can 
I  do  now  to  save  my  life?" 

Taking  a  hard  look  at  her  life  and  behavior, 
Yvonne  realized  that  "disease  does  not  hap- 
pen overnight."  With  the  realization  that  her 
constant  state  of  stress  had  compromised  her 
immune  system  to  allow  such  opportunistic 
disease  to  mount  attacks,  Yvonne  asked  doc- 
tors what  role  she  could  play  in  her  battle 
against  colon,  ovarian,  and  endometrial  can- 


cers. Yvonne  turned  to  her  deeply  religious 
upbringing  to  reconnect  mind,  body,  and  spirit 
to  unite  in  the  healing  process.  The  biggest 
obstacle  was  learning  to  purge  her  mind  of 
negative  thoughts  at  a  time  when  fear  was  a 
constant  companion.  The  journey  taught  her 
that,  "prolonged  internalization  of  negative 
stress  breaks  down  our  body's  defenses  and 
leaves  us  open  to  disease." 

At  a  recent  lecture  held  at  the  School  of  Law 
where  her  daughter,  Danielle,  is  a  student, 
Yvonne  asked  audience  members  what  activi- 
ties they  do  to  relieve  stress.  Afterward  she  told 
them,  "You  can  get  a  massage  or  run  all  you 
want,  but  unless  you  'delete'  the  negative  files 
that  caused  the  stress,  it  will  remain  with  you 
and  be  internalized." 

Now  cancer  free,  Williams  chronicled  her  jour- 
ney in  the  book  Tested  Faith  (Robert  D.  Reed 
Publishers,  2000).

Stay  away  from  people

Participants  registered  in  advance  for 
two  of  the  seven  sports  clinics  offered, 
which  were  instructed  by  College  coach- 
es and  varsity  athletes.

"Newspapers — Getcha  paper  here!  "...For  students  at  more  than  300  schools  in 
the  region,  "here"  means  right  in  their  classroom.  While  you  may  be  pouring 
over  the  morning  paper  while  eating  your  breakfast,  thousands  of  school 
children  are  reading  those  same  newspapers  in  class  and  learning  a  host  of 
new  things  about  history,  current  events,  the  stock  market,  and  many  others. 


The  Union  News  in  Springfield,  MA,  last 
year  alone,  placed  316,000  newspapers 
in  schools  covering  a  wide  region 
including  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  and 
Connecticut.  The  program  is  called 
Newspaper  in  Education  (NIE)  and  Mary 
Lou  Daigneault  is  the  manager  of  NIE  for 
the  Union  News.  She  says,  "The  program 
started  at  the  Union  News  more  than  15 
years  ago.  More  than  900  newspapers 
participate  in  the  program  nationally. 
And  internationally,  dozens  of  countries 
participate  including  Canada,  Chile, 
Columbia,  France,  Japan,  Mexico,  and 
New  Zealand.  Schools  receive  newspapers 
every  week  throughout  the  school  year, 
and  newspapers  are  also  sent  to  summer 
programs  at  libraries  and  summer 
schools.  Local  businesses  and  organiza- 
tions sponsor  the  program  and  help 
defray  the  cost. 

Mary  Lou,  who  is  also  a  certified 
teacher,  travels  frequently  and  gives 
workshops  to  kids  in  the  schools 
involved  to  help  them  get  the  most  out  of 
reading  the  newspaper  Always  happy  to 
help  children  and  excited  about  the  pro- 
gram, she  says,  "Over  the  last  40  years, 
studies  have  proven  that  students  who 
use  newspapers  in  their  classrooms  can 
improve  their  reading  level  by  up  to  two 
grade  levels  in  one  year." 

Teachers  Teaching  Teachers 

When  Dr.  Anthony  Caprio,  president  of 


Western  New  England  College  adjunct 
professor  Christopher  Lehman;  Mary  Lou 
Daigneault,  manager  of  NIE  for  the  Union 
News;  and  Professor  Michael  Meeropol,  chair 
of  the  Economics  department  at  the  College, 
at  a  recent  workshop  for  elementary, 
middle,  and  high  school  teachers. 

the  College,  heard  about  this  program,  he 
called  Brenda  Carton,  the  College's  direc- 
tor of  college  relations  and  community 
outreach,  to  see  if  the  College  might  find 
a  way  to  partner  up  with  the  Newspaper 
on  this  program.  Brenda  met  with  Mary 
Lou  and  before  long,  they  had  planned 
several  workshops  at  the  College.  "It 
made  so  much  sense,"  remarks  Mary  Lou, 
"to  hold  workshops  at  Western  New 
England  College,  where  professors  could 
talk  to  area  elementary,  middle,  and  high 
school  teachers  about  certain  areas  of 
their  expertise."  In  the  second  part  of  the 
workshop,  Mary  Lou  tied  those  subjects 
to  the  newspaper.  "We've  held  five  work- 


shops so  far,  and  the  support  and  benefit 
it  has  had  to  the  teachers  is  beyond  any- 
thing I  imagined,"  said  Mary  Lou. 

When  Brenda  found  out  about  the 
program,  she  gave  Professor  Michael 
Meeropol  a  call.  "It  sounded  like  such  a 
great  opportunity,  I  just  had  to  get 
involved,"  said  Meeropol,  chair  of  the 
Economics  Department. 

The  first  workshop  in  January  was 
titled  "Meeting  the  Frameworks  on 
Economics"  and  was  taught  by  Professor 
Meeropol.  "There  is  nothing  better  than 
teaching  teachers — they  are  so  lively, 
curious,  and  interested.  They  are  used  to 
being  in  front  of  the  classroom  so  they 
are  not  intimidated.  It's  just  the  best  of 
teaching." 

The  second  workshop,  titled  "Black 
History  and  the  Newspaper,"  was  taught 
by  Adjunct  Professor  Christopher 
Lehman  with  Professor  Meeropol  in 
February.  March's  workshop,  "Special 
Education  and  Cooperative  Learning" 
was  taught  by  Professor  Carolyn  West. 
Professors  Marilyn  Pelosi  and  Peter 
Hess  headed  up  the  April  workshop  on 
technology.  And  Professor  Martha 
Garabedian  and  adjunct  professor  and 
police  officer  Paul  Medera  taught  the 
May  workshop  on  Hispanic  heritage. 

Area  teachers  were  charged  a  nominal 
fee  for  the  workshops  to  cover  materials 
and  food,  and  earned  Professional 
Development  Points  (PDPs)  for  attending. 

"We  are  proud  of  this  partnership,"  says 
Brenda  Garton.  "By  hosting  these  work- 
shops on  our  campus.  Western  New 
England  College  shows  it's  a  good  neigh- 
bor in  higher  education  within  the  com- 
munity. Anytime  you  can  provide  teachers 
with  new  insight  to  help  them  teach  their 
subjects  more  effectively,  you  help  the  stu-

Institute  of  Technology  chief  of  campus 
police,  Massachusetts  State  Police  for- 
mer superintendent,  and  interim  Director  of 
Security  at  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority, 
Logan  International  Airport,  was  the  main 
speaker  at  Commencement  ceremonies  for 
Western  New  England  College's  Off-Campus 
and  graduate  students  on  Sunday,  May  19.

LAW 

HONORABLE  MARGARET  H.  MARSHALL,  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  was  the  main  spealcer 
at  Commencement  ceremonies  for  the  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law  on  Saturday  morning  at  Springfield  Symphony 
Hall.  Marshall  also  received  an  honorary  degree,  Doctor  of  Humane 
Letters,  from  the  School  of  Law. 

Marshall,  a  native  of  South  Africa, 
spoke  of  her  experiences  growing  up 
in,  and  later  opposing,  her  homeland's 
racially  segregated  apartheid  system. 
While  citing  America's  growing  diversi- 
ty, she  told  the  graduates  they  must 
develop  a  global  consciousness  and 
an  international  outlook  on  law. 

As  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  the  Honorable  Margaret 
H.  Marshall  is  only  the  second  woman  to  serve  on  the  court  in  its 
310-year  history  and  the  first  woman  to  serve  as  Chief  Justice.  She 
was  first  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  court  in  1 996  and  was  named 
Chief  Justice  in  1 999.  She  will  serve  as  Chief  Justice  until  2014. 

During  the  ceremony,  James  B.  White,  Professor  of  Law,  Indiana 
University  School  of  Law-Indianapolis  received  an  honorary  degree, 
Doctor  of  Laws.  White  was  the  consultant  on  Legal  Education  to  the 
American  Bar  Association  from  1974  to  2000  and  an  advisor  to  the 
Consultant  on  Legal  Education  from  2000  to  2001. 

Graduate  Thomas  Sullivan  of  Spencer  sang  The  Star  Spangled  Banner. 
The  class  speaker  was  William  Smith.

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JOHN  DIFAVA  HAS  DEDICATED  HIS 
career  to  protecting  the  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  As 
colonel,  the  highest  ranking  officer  in  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police  force,  DiFava 
supervised  nearly  3,000  officers  and  400 
civilians  and  earned  a  reputation  for  get- 
ting things  done.  That's  why  when  Logan 
security  needed  a  leader,  a  person  who 
could  bring  cohesiveness  out  of  many 
factions,  DiFava  was  called  into  service. 

The  assignment  and  timing  couldn't 
have  been  more  unexpected  for  DiFava. 
But  back  in  early  September  of  2001, 
many  things  were  unexpected.  DiFava 
was  on  the  verge  of  retirement  from  the 
State  Police  after  27  years  on  the  force. 
While  continuing  to  teach  in  the  Off- 
Campus  Programs  at  Western  New 
England  College,  he  was  set  to  begin  a 
quieter  chapter  in  his  life  as  chief  of  cam- 
pus security  for  MIT,  but  that  was  before 
September  11. 

Sitting  at  home  on  a  Monday  evening, 
DiFava  received  a  call  from  acting 
Governor  Jane  Swift's  Chief  of  Staff 
requesting  he  take  on  the  assignment  of 
interim  Director  of  Security  at  Logan 
International  Airport  until  a  permanent 
director  could  be  found.  Looking  back, 
DiFava  believes  his  situation  made  him 
an  ideal  candidate,  "Because  I  was  retir- 
ing, I  had  the  freedom  to  make  the  hard 
decisions  without  fear  of  future  reper- 
cussions. I  also  had  the  advantage  of  hav-

ing  previously  worked  with  the  FAA,  the 
FBI,  and  in  airport  security  as  a  trooper." 

Calling  it  "the  greatest  challenge  of  my 
life,"  DiFava  had  to  make  changes  and 
make  them  fast.  To  do  so  he  needed  to  be 
empowered  to  make  his  directives  carry 
weight.  One  request  was  to  increase  fines 
to  airlines  for  security  lapses  such  as 
employees  using  emergency  exits  to  avoid 
waits  at  checkpoints.  DiFava  was  author- 
ized to  dramatically  increase  fines  for 
breaches  (but  feels  they  should  go  even 
higher).  After  a  few  big  fines,  the  airlines 
took  notice,  and  DiFava  saw  results.  Along 
with  this,  DiFava  instituted  a  zero-toler- 
ance policy  toward  employees  who  do  not 
comply  with  security  guidelines  such  as 
not  turning  in  badges  when  they  leave 
their  job. 

DiFava  put  in  place  many  new  securi- 
ty initiatives  during  his  brief,  but  critical 
assignment.  Logan  is  one  of  only  two  U.S. 
airports  at  which  state  troopers  are  per- 
manently assigned.  Under  a  pilot  pro- 
gram DiFava  initiated,  troopers  now  have 
handheld  computers  for  passenger  back- 
ground checks — devices  that  spot  false 
passports  and  drivers  licenses.  He  has 
installed  facial  recognition  technology  at 
checkpoints  while  another  "behavior 
pattern  recognition"  program  he  pro- 
posed is  being  reviewed. 

At  his  departure,  DiFava  lobbied  for 
other  changes  that  will  help  his  succes- 
sor provide  continuous  improvements. 
DiFava  recommends  the  new  federal 
security  director  be  given  complete 
responsibility  for  airport  security  includ- 
ing that  of  the  airlines.  Other  recommen- 
dations include  sealing  cockpit  doors,  X- 
raying  all  luggage,  and  eliminating  carry- 
on  luggage. 

While  working  "many  sixteen  hour 
days,"  DiFava  continued  to  teach  crimi- 


nal justice  classes  as  an  adjunct  profes- 
sor in  the  Western  New  England  College 
Off-Campus  Programs.  Said  Director  of 
Off-Campus  Programs  Doug  Kenyon, 
"He  wasn't  about  to  give  up  teaching."  As 
DiFava  put  it,  "Teaching  kept  me  fresh 
for  my  work  at  Logan." 

DiFava  is  a  staunch  supporter  of  high- 
er education  for  law  enforcement  per- 
sonnel who  finds  attacks  on  the  merit  of 
the  Quinn  Bill  unwarranted.  "I'm  going 
to  go  out  on  a  limb.  I'm  willing  to  say 
that  I  think  law  enforcement  officers 
don't  have  enough  educational  opportu- 
nities," said  DiFava,  citing  as  an  example 
the  Commonwealth's  large  Hispanic, 
Russian,  and  Vietnamese  populations  as 
demonstrating  a  need  for  bilingual  train- 
ing programs. 

"The  experience  that  goes  along  with 
being  in  a  college  classroom,  the  interac- 
tion and  exchange  of  ideas  between  offi- 
cers from  city  and  state  police  forces  and 
military  personnel  at  Hanscom  Air  Force 
Base  is  invaluable.  Without  that  opportu- 
nity, society  is  going  to  suffer,"  he  asserted. 

With  his  commitment  to  Logan  com- 
plete, DiFava  now  serves  as  chief  of  secu- 
rity at  MIT.  Asked  what  was  his  proudest 
contribution  to  Logan  security,  DiFava 
replied,  "Logan  had  a  bifurcated  system 
between  the  airlines  and  government 
agencies  with  the  airlines,  Massport,  the 
FAA,  the  State  Police,  and  the  National 
Guard  all  having  their  own  agendas.  I  got 
everyone  working  together  as  a  team." 

Since  joining  our  faculty  in  1998, 
John  DiFava's  extensive  law  enforcement 
background  has  been  a  great  educational 
resource  for  our  students.  His  recent 
experience  adds  a  dynamic  new  chapter 
for  students  seeking  "Lessons  in  Ameri- 
can Leadership."  ■
